Bfemer App^l Rejected 


ANNAPOUS, Md. (AP) — 
The Maryland Court of Special 
Appeals refused Friday to over- 
turn the conviction of iVthur 
Herman Bremer for last year*s 
attempted assassination of Ala- 
bama Gov. George C. Wallace. 

Bremer’s lawyers said, ttiey 
would study the 72-page opipion 
before deciding whether to ask 
the Court of App^, the 


sUte’s highest tribun^ to re^ 
view , the case. 

Bremer, 22, is confined to the 
IVfaryland p^entiary, serving 
a S3-year term impoitod in 
Prince Georges County Circuit 
Court tor shooting and wound- 
ing Wallace, and three other 
persons at a political rally in 
Laurel on May 15, 1972. 


A three-judge panel of the in- 
termediate court rejected con- 
tmti(^ that Bremer’s con- 
stitutional rights had be^ vio- 
lated by pre-trial publicity, 
procedmal errors and state law 
governing the type of innocent 
and insanity plra he made. 

The unusually len^y opin^ 
ion, written by Judge Charles 
E. Orth Jr., was more than 
three months in preparation 
and reportedly necessitated at 
least -10 conferences among the 
judges. Court observers say 
opinions normally are produced 
more quickly and with far few- 
er conferraces. ‘ 


The ruling said Circuit Judge 
Ralph Powers did not err by 
reusing to delay the trial be- 
cause of publicity and was cor- j 
rMt in denying a defense mo- i 
tion to question prospective ju- 
rom about whether .they had 
se«i a television news film of 
the shooting 

“Although the individual ac- 
aise<L-of crime has the right to 
a fair and impartial trafl, the 
people teve the right to know 
the facte concerning matters 
which affect than, and neither ' 
widespread and (fiver^ meth- 
ods of communicating such 
facts nor public Imowledge of 
them necessarily derogates 
from a fair and impartial 
trial,’^toe court said.
